Dear  Selectmen: 

You  have  inquired  whether  a  vote  to  change  a  part  time  elected 
police  chief's  term  of  office  from  one  year  to  three  years  was  within 
the  scope  of  the  warrant  after  a  petition  for  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
to  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  voters  to  give  the  Selectmen 
the  authority  to  appoint  a  full  time  police  chief.  The  warrant  article 
was  "to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  from  an  elected  part 
time  Police  Chief  to  a  full  time  Police  Chief  appointed  by  the  Select- 
men or  take  any  action  relative  thereto". 
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I  am  uncertain  what  preceding  language  the  concluding  cause 
refers  to  but  believe  the  word  thereto  refers  to  the  matter  of  a  full 
time  Police  Chief  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  i.e.  will  the  Town 
vote  for  an  appointed  Chief,  full  time.  If  the  Town  had  so  voted,  per- 
haps the  concluding  clause  would  have  enabled  the  meeting  to  set 
the  terms  of  the  hiring  although  as  discussed  below  that  type  of 
action  at  Town  Meeting  I  believe  to  be  very  questionable.  I  under- 
stand that  there  are  no  records  to  indicate  how  it  came  about  that 
the  elected  part  time  Police  Chief  was  elected  a  term  of  one  year. 
In  my  opinion,  a  vote  at  Town  Meeting  to  have  the  elected  part  time 
Chief  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  is  beyond  the  scope  of  the 
warrant  article  for  the  above  reason  and  secondly  intrudes  upon 
the  Selectmen's  authority  to  run  the  prudential  affairs  of  the  Town. 
As  we  know,  there  is  no  convenient  definition  of  "prudential  affairs". 
In  my  judgement,  the  voters  create  the  position  and  the  Selectmen 
administer  the  position.  That  is  they  determine  how  many  hours  a 
part  timer  works,  the  pay,  and  I  believe  the  term  of  his  appointment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  ENGINEERS 

The  Brookline  Fire  Department  has  had  a  busier  year  in  1983 
than  we  did  in  1982,  having  responded  to  67  calls  in  1983  compared 
to  52  calls  in  1982.  Break  down  of  calls  are  as  follows:  18  Chimney 
fires,  21  Mutual  Aid  calls  to  neighboring  towns,  8  Brush  fires  with 
a  total  of  7.2  Acres  burned,  3  Automobile  fires,  5  Auto  accidents, 
2  Structure  fires  and  11  other  calls  that  varied  from  smoke  investi- 
gation, wires  down,  flooded  oil  burners.  Wash  downs,  to  a  false 
alarm. 

Another  year  has  passed  and  we  are  still  working  on  the 
Souhegan  Mutual  Fire  Aid  Central  Dispatch  System.  Much  progress 
has  been  made  and  should  be  finalized  for  a  vote  at  Town  Meeting. 

We  are  placing  an  article  in  the  Warrant  to  purchase  a  new 
Pumper  and  hose  truck.  This  truck  will  replace  our  1950  fire  truck 
which  is  now  being  used  along  with  our  1968  as  our  water  supply 
source.

answered  74  calls  for  assistance  while  providing  24  hour  a  day, 
7  day  a  week  ambulance  coverage  to  the  Town  of  Brookline.  Some 
of  these  calls  involved  more  than  one  patient  and  the  injuries  cared 
for  ranged  from  multiple  systems  trauma  due  to  auto  accidents  to 
home  illnesses  requiring  transportation  to  a  hospital.  As  in  the 
past  the  Brookline  Volunteer  Ambulance  Service  has  continued 
its  policy  of  not  charging  for  any  service. 

The  ability  of  the  Brookline  Ambulance  Service,  Inc.  to  pro- 
vide emergency  medical  aid  is  due  to  its  members  who  undergo 
extensive  training  and  then  volunteer  their  time.  I  would  like  to 
thank  each  one  of  them  for  a  job  well  done.  The  Brookline  Volunteer 
Ambulance  Service  is  presently  starting  a  membership  drive  to 
encourage  residents  to  join  the  Service  so  that  emergency  medical 
service  to  the  town  may  be  further  improved.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire  pre- 
vention and  control  program  leads  the  nation  in  least  acres  burned 
per  forest  fire.  Less  than  one-half  acre  per  fire  statewide  average. 

At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  responsible  for 
the  prevention  and  control  of  all  grass  and  woods  fires  when  the 
ground  is  not  snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  by  issuing 
a  written  permit  for  every  fire  that  is  to  be  kindled  on  the  ground 
out  of  doors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  Each 
person  wishing  to  have  an  outside  fire  must  obtain  this  written 
permit  from  the  town  Fire  Warden  before  kindling  the  fire.  Any 
person  that  does  not  obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is  required, 
is  violating  our  forest  fire  permit  law  and  is  subject  to  a  court  ap- 
pearance and  could  be  fined  up  to  $1,000.  and  receive  a  jail  sentence 
of  up  to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m. 
unless  it  Is  raining.  The  reason  for  this  is  twofold:  the  fire  danger 
increases  steadily  between  9:00  a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then  subsides 
to  a  safe  level  between  2:00  p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  This  happens  because 
the  sun  dries  out  the  fine  fuels  that  are  easily  ignited  and  dries  the 
air  which  permits  rapid  fire  spread.  Also  during  this  part  of  the  day 
fire  fighters  are  not  readily  available  in  most  communities  so  an 
escaped  fire  could  burn  longer  and  cause  greater  damage  before 
being  suppressed.

Moderator  Thonnas  Arnold 
opened  the  meeting  at  8:00  PM  with  the  reading  of  the  warrant. 

1.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board 
and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  Officers 
or  Agents  of  the  District. 

Frederick  Loskamp  moved  that  the  article  be  tabled  and  acted 
upon  under  Article  #5,  seconded  by  Richard  Maghakian.  The  vote 
was  in  the  affirmative. 

2.  To  hear  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or  Officers 
chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Marcia  Farwell  moved  to  accept  the  reports  as  printed  in  the 
Town  Report,  seconded  by  Frederick  Loskamp.  The  vote  was  in 
the  affirmative.

Mr.  Arnold  took  a  hand 
vote  on  the  amendment,  the  result  being  19  in  favor  of  the  amend- 
ment; 39  opposed.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 

Paul  Niman  moved  that  the  motion  be  amended  to  read  the 
sum  of  $1,005,078.  seconded  by  William  Dunbar.  Mr.  Arnold  took  a 
hand  vote,  the  result  being  35  in  favor  of  the  amendment;  15  opposed. 
The  amendment  passed  and  the  motion  was  amended  to  read 
$1,005,078.  The  motion  was  passed  without  dissent. 

6.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $8,600.  for  a  part-time  gym  teacher  and  a  part-time  art  teacher. 

Paul  Niman  moved  that  the  article  be  approved,  seconded  by 
Michael  Foley.  Mr.  Arnold  took  a  hand  vote,  the  result  being  36  in 
favor;  19  opposed.  The  motion  passed. 

7.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  borrow  $20,000.  for  one 
year;  to  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  withdraw  all  of  the  Capital 
Reserve  Funds  (approximately  $17,186.);  and  to  see  if  the  District 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $24,489.  all  for  the  purpose  of 
making  repairs  to  the  Brookline  Elementary  School  building  and 
grounds. 

Richard  Maghakian  moved  that  the  article  be  approved,  second- 
ed by  Alan  Haight.  Marcia  Farwell  explained  that  the  monies  would 
be  used  to  place  a  new  wooden-trussed  roof  on  the  remaining  section 
of  the  school  and  pour  concrete  splash  slabs  on  the  west  side  of 
the  building  to  help  prevent  further  erosion. 

Douglas  Kean  moved  that  the  motion  be  amended  to  read  that 
the  District  raise  $44,489.,  seconded  by  Geraldine  Phillips.  Mr. 
Arnold  took  a  hand  vote,  the  result  being  21  in  favor;  33  opposed. 
The  amendment  was  defeated. 
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Mr.  Arnold  took  a  vote  on  the  motion  and  it  was  passed  without 
dissent. 

8.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  the  Board. 

Marcia  Farwell  reviewed  the  contributions  of  Frederick  Los- 
kamp  during  his  eight  years  as  a  member  of  the  Brookline  School 
Board.  The  audience  gave  Mr.  Loskamp  a  standing  ovation. 

There  was  no  other  business  to  come  before  the  meeting.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  opening  of  the  school  year  1983-84  brought  several  changes 
in  the  Elennentary  School.  A  part-time  Physical  Education  Instructor 
and  an  Art  Teacher  were  added  to  our  professional  staff.  Mr.  Thomas 
Williamson  (Physical  Education)  and  Mrs.  Beth  Moksu  (Art)  are  pro- 
viding our  students  with  a  developmental  program  in  these  areas. 
The  students  have  gained  tremendously  in  their  knowledge  of  art 
appreciation/technique  and  physical  fitness  skills  in  the  few  short 
months  of  the  1983  school  year,  as  well  as  thoroughly  enjoying 
themselves  during  art  and  gym  classes. 

Also  this  fall,  Mrs.  K.  Eliza  Wright  retired  from  her  position  as 
school  custodian.  Mrs.  Wright  had  been  the  custodian  for  the  past 
20  years.  Her  dedication  and  personal  touch  will  be  missed.  Mr. 
Willie  Guzman  was  hired  to  fill  the  custodial  position. 

Three  new  staff  members  were  also  employed  to  begin  the 
school  year:  Mrs.  Jacqueline  Hull,  Music  teacher,  Mr.  James  DiPaolo, 
6th  grade  teacher,  and  Debra  Cooper,  Speech/Language  therapist 
(from  Memorial  Hospital). 

Once  again  with  Federal  grant  monies,  we  were  able  to  pur- 
chase an  additional  Apple  Computer.  The  Elementary  School  now 
has  three  computers  available  to  the  students.  The  computers  are 
scheduled  into  each  classroom  on  a  weekly  basis.  The  students 
are  gaining  in  their  knowledge  of  the  use  of  computers  and  becom- 
ing more  computer  literate  each  year. 

In  other  areas,  the  school  system  provides  for  individual  needs 
of  the  students.  Through  the  Resource  Room  and  Title  I  programs, 
the  Volunteer  Aide  Program,  the  Enrichment  Program,  and  the  dedi- 
cation of  each  staff  member,  we  continue  to  apply  every  effort  for 
the  individual  child  at  Brookline  Elementary. 

The  outstanding  cooperation  and  understanding  the  school 
receives  from  the  community  continues  to  be  a  positive  effect  on 
the  overall  education  and  learning  environment  of  our  school.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Education  in  Brookline  and  Mollis  in  1983  has  been  highlighted 
by  a  focus  on  a  series  of  national  reports  and  by  the  work  of  several 
important  committees. 

Early  in  1983  we  began  to  receive  copies  of  reports  of  com- 
missions and  task  forces  that  were  igniting  the  interest  of  the  news 
media,  parents,  nonparent  taxpayers,  educators,  business  people 
and  other  citizens  about  the  importance  of  high  quality  education 
to  the  future  of  our  nation.  Our  newly  formed  SAU  #41  Curriculum 
Council  began  to  examine  each  of  those  reports  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  whether  or  not  our  schools  were  as  effective  as  they 
could  be.  The  consensus  to  date  has  been  that  there  is  always  room 
for  improvement  and  that  the  Curriculum  Council  should  and  will 
be  promoting  program  improvements  which  will  bring  us  closer  to 
our  goal  of  excellence.  Karen  Coulter  is  the  Chairperson  of  the 
Curriculum  Council  for  the  1983-84  school  year. 

Carolyn  Araujo  was  appointed  Chairperson  of  a  Readiness/ 
Kindergarten  Study  Committee  in  Mollis.  Mer  committee  worked 
diligently  throughout  the  Fall  to  determine  the  direction  that  the 
district  should  be  taking  in  pre-first  grade  education. 

During  the  summer  of  1983  teams  of  staff  members  met  to 
review  and  rewrite  curriculum  in  both  science  and  social  studies. 
Beverly  Waitt  (Brookline  Elementary)  chaired  the  social  studies 
group,  while  Robert  Whitmore  (Mollis  AREA  Migh)  was  the  chairman 
in  science. 

Nadine  Densmore  (Mollis  Elementary)  became  the  chairperson 
of  the  SAU  #41  Staff  Development  Committee.  That  committee  has 
expressed  a  commitment  to  the  improvement  of  curriculum  which 
is  being  reflected  in  the  inservice  programs  being  presented  to  staff 
during  the  current  year. 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  identify  the  work  that  is  going 
on  district-wide  in  the  area  of  Improvement,  and  to  make  it  known 
that  the  improvements  we  are  making  help  solidify  our  collective 
investment.  Education  is  an  investment,  not  an  expense.  Investing 
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in  human  resource  pays  off,  and  we  cannot  afford  the  cost  of  edu- 
cational neglect.  A  failure  to  invest  in  our  people  through  education, 
will  ultimately  lead  to  lost  productivity,  increased  welfare,  and  fuller 
correctional  institutions. 

The  Mollis  and  Brookline  School  Boards  and  their  professional 
employees  are  dedicated  to  the  youth  of  these  communities,  and 
their  dedication  may  be  best  expressed  through  a  theme  that  will 
be  seen  and  heard  a  great  deal  in  the  immediate  future  . .  .  PUBLIC 
EDUCATION:  A  SOUND  INVESTMENT  IN  AMERICA.
